“He that winneth souls is wise”—Prov. 11:30. 
“And they that be wise shall shine as the brightness of 
the firmament and they that turn many to righteousness as 


the stars forever and forever”—Dan. 12:3. 
Last week we published the first part of a sermon mechanically 


recorded, showing that one should win souls for the sake of the 
lost themselves. Now we give the rest of the sermon, showing two 
more great reasons for winning souls. 


I. We Ought to Win 
Souls for Our Own Sake 
Then next, you ought to be a 

soul winner for your own sake. 
And this is a good practical rea- 
son. When you put yourself in 
it you can see the reason for it, 
can’t you? “Well, now what do I 
get out of it?” You ask. You get 
plenty, let me tell you now. 


Soul Winners Conquer 
Worldliness Easier — 

I have learned this: you are 
going to settle lots of things when 
you get soul winning settled. I 
used to have so many temptations. 
There was a fight all the time. 
I have a lot of fighting now. I 
have a one-track mind and the 
Devil fights me. I know it; but, 
bless God, I know how to lick 
him. I know what he is trying 
to. keep me from doing. He is 
trying to keep me from winning 
souls. But so many people say 
to me, “Oh, if I could be sancti- 
fied,” or “Oh, if I could just over- 
come this habit; oh, if I could 
just have victory about this!” 
Listen to me! Christian, if you 
ever get to be a soul winner you 
will find that other things just 
fade out of the way. Yeu will 
find that you would not give the 
snap of your finger for all the 
wine, women and song in the 
‘world. If you get a burden and 
passion for dying souls, brother, 


that straightens things out. Paul 
said, “If meat make my brother to 
offend, I will eat no flesh while 
the world standeth .. .” (I Cor. 
8:13). You get a broken heart for 
your brother and you will not 
care whether you eat meat or not. 
You will say, ‘‘Never mind, never 
mind—it doesn’t matter.” If you 
want to have victory in your life, 
get out here and die to win souls. 
Get your heart broken about that

tory. 

I say the truth in Christ, I do 
not have to worry very much and 
I do not spend much time thinking 
about what I am going to have 
for groceries and what kind of 
clothes I will wear. Ofse course I 
do not deserve any credit for it; 
the Lord has me in a tight. If you 
have as many girls as I have, 
you have something to pray about. 
If you have a paper, you have 
something to pray about. If you 
have a pay roll of more than 
$1200 a week, you have something 
to pray about. The Lord has me 
in a tight—I do not deserve any 
credit for praying. But I say the 
truth in Christ, I do not have to 
worry about much materia] mat-. 
ters. I have learned somcthing 
so much more important that it 
does not much malter whether I 
have a hamburger or a T-bone 
steak. You get concerned enough 
about soul winning and other 
things will seem very small and 
petty. If you want to- have victory 
and live on top so you can kick 
the Devil in the pants and look 
the world in the face, get after 
souls, get single-minded about this 
matter so near the heart of God. 


More Joy and Peace for 
the Soul Winner 


Do you want to have joy? There 
is plenty in this world for a Chris- 
tian to be troubled about. I am 
sorry, but there are some people 
who do not like me. I do not sce 
why, but some pcople do not like 
me. And the thing that gets me 
is that there are some good peo- 
ple who do not like me. I used 
to think that the better you lived 
for God, the more you believed 
the Bible, the more you won souls, 
the more unselfish you were, the 
more out-and-out you were for 
God, the more popular you would 
be. I set out—I thought I would 
soon be preaching the Southern 
Baptist Convention sermon. (I 
never did preach it, by the way!) 
But I found that if you are out- 
and-out for God, a lot of people 
will not like it. If you preach 
against sin, a lot of people will 
not like it. If you get a lot of 
souls saved, people will say you 
are sensational. But, bless God, 
there is a balm in Gilead. Bless 
God, there is something that is 
better than all that. When [I go 
home sometimes. after people 
come streaming down the aisle to 
take my hand—they do not always 
do it, but sometimes they look up 
into my face with tears in their 
eyes. I say, “Do you realize you 
are a wicked old sinner?” 

They say, “Yes.” 

I say, ‘Do you realize you ought 
to go to Hell?” 

They say, “Yes.” 

I say, “Do you believe Jesus 
died to save you?” 

They say, “Yes.” 

I say, “Do you mean to take 
Him right now and live for Him 
the rest of your days?” 

They say, “Yes.’’ When I go 
home—listen to me! I can be 
the offscouring of the world, as 
a lot of people think I am. People 
can say all kinds of mean things 
about me. But, bless God, I just 
float on clouds! 

Listen to me! Do you want to be 
happy? Well, get out in the soul- 
winning business and God will 
look after your happiness. 


| The Gratitude of Saved People 


There is something else that 
makes soul-winning pay: the grati- 
tude of saved people. I have put 
out a good deal; I have wept some 
tears in my ministry; I've been 
over the country a good deal; I 
work pretty hard—but there are 
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some people who would not believe 
anything bad about me. Some peco- 
ple would be glad to believe any- 
thing bad you could tell them; 
they would not have to have 
much evidence! But there’ are 
some people who would not believe 
anything bad about me. Some peo- 
ple would kick you out of their 
house if you said anything bad 
about me. There are some pcople 
who think John Rice is all right, 
some people who pray for me 
every day of the world. Some peo- 
ple write to me and say, “Why 
don’t you come back?” An old 
grandmother sent me a rug the 
other day. She is ninety years old 
and nearly blind and she made it 
with her own hands. She said, 
“Brother Rice, I could have sold it 
for $15, but I just wanted you to 
have it.” It was too good for my 
floor—She had spent months work- 
ing it out. So I had it put on the 
back of my sofa. I look at it and 
say, “Thank God.” You may not 
believe it but I have several peo- 
ple who like me. 

A lot of people do not like my 
kind of preaching. When I am ina 
revival I preach on the scarlet sin; 
adultery; I preach on the lodges; 
I preach on the dance and say 
that it is as rotten as Hell. Il 
preach on other things that are 
wrong; crack down on men who 
do not believe in a Bible Iilell. 
And a lot of people do not like 
it. But the old tough guys like 
it. I preach in jails; that crowd be- 
lieves in my kind of religion. That 
may sound strange, but it is so. 


I remember an old tough guy 
about forty odd years old in Den- 
ver, Colorado, saved in my mect- 
ing there. The last Sunday night 
of the meeting came. I was worn 
out; I had spoken five times that 
day and was leaving that night to 
drive all the nine hundred miles 
to Dallas by the next night, to be 
there for the beginning of one of 
our large Bible conferences. After 
the service was over I sat on the 
edge of the big: platform and 
shook hands with those who came 
by. A mother came along and said, 
“My boy and I wanted to tell you 
good-by (her boy was nineteen 
years old). I want you to know 
there, is one mother who will pray 
for you as long as she lives. You 
saved my boy.” (We do not like 
that. We are sort of timid about 
anybody’s saying, “You saved me.” 
But that is Bible language. Paul 
said, “. . . that I might by all 
means save some.”’ When you save 
souls you are a saviour. You are a 
little saviour.) 

Then a big old fellow, along with 
others, came. He reached up, got 
my head down to him (he nearly 
broke my neck!) and held it to 
him. His old whiskers ground into 
my cheek and he cried and cried. 
He said, “I guess I would have 
gone to Hell if you hadn’t come. 
I wouldn't listen to anybody. You 
got under my skin. Oh, preacher, 
I want you to know I would have 
gone to Hell if you hadn't come to 
Denver. I want to thank you!” I 
can get along very well, thank 
you—let everybody curse me who 
wants if I can have some of 
that! 

The other night in the closing 
service at Akron, Ohio, a beautiful, 
beautiful girl sat in the audience— 
[ guess all] girls are beautiful when 
they are saved. I have six daugh- 
ters, and they are all beautiful 
to me. 

This girl was sitting out in the 
middle of the audience, and I got 
personal with her. (That was an- 
other rule I broke.) I said, “Are 
you saved?” 

“No.” ) 

“Well you ought to be. Will you 
trust Christ right now? If you will, 
stand up.” And she. came, went 
into the inquiry room, had some 
Scriptures shown her and got the 
thing all settled. Then when the 
service was over she came, with 
the tears streaming down her face, 
and said, “Oh, Brother Rice, thank 
you, thank you, thank you!” 
And I went home and walked on 


air. Listen to me! The gratitude 
of saved people! 

Yes, I'm a poor old stick; but 
bless God, I am going to be some- 
body one of these days. I am mak- 
ing my plans! I wish I had time 
to preach a sermon on “Tears in 
Heaven” now. I do not have time 
for it, but I will tell you right 
now that if you plan to have a 
good time in Heaven you had bet- 


iter get yourself ready. For your 


own sake you had better win souls. 

You ought to win souls for lost 
soul's sake. You ought to win souls 
for your own sake. 


Il. We Ought to Win 
Souls for Jesus Sake 


‘Do you know what Jesus wants? 
He wants souls saved. Some people 
think that the Lord Jesus pri- 
marily wants righteousness. I 
know that He never makes right- 
eousness a secondary matter; but 
the kind of righteousness most 
people have in mind is secondary. 
The kind of rightcousness_ that 
says, “Don’t do that and don't 
do this,” is a secondary incidental 
kind of righteousness that may be 
indicative of spiritual pride, not 
necessarily heart holiness. 


Jesus Cannot Be Happy 
Without Saving Souls 


I will tell you what Jesus wants. 
He wants. you to want what He 
wants. Even the holiness of Jesus 
Christ is someway wrapped up in 
this: He loves sinners; He loves 
poor, dying sinners and wants sin- 
ners saved. And all the enjoy- 
ment that Jesus Christ has as 
far as I know is in saving souls. 
I do not know that the Lord 
Jesus looks.out on the sunset and 
sees the stratas of glory in the 
gilded skies, and the violet and 
purple and sapphirine. I do not 
know that He looks on the rain- 
bow; I do not know that He looks 
in the cup of a flower; I do not 
know that He looks at the wing of 
a butterfly; I do not know that He 
looks out. on the mighty river 
and mountains and forests and 
planetary system and is glad. I 
do not know. All of it seems to 
be ruined for Jesus until men are 
saved. I do not know why it is 
that God cannot be happy without 
me. But someway He cannot. 


Elizabeth, one of my girls, mar- 
ried the other day. She graduated 
from Wheaton College (cum 
laude) on the fourteeth of June, 
and then she married on the 
twenty-fifth. And Mary Lloys is 
married. I go home and there are 
only four girls at the table. I say 
to my wife, “This is a funny mess 
of a family—just five or six peo- 
ple! We ought to have at least 
eight or nine.” (Last winter we 
had Grandmother with us. And 
we often have friends of the girls 
there, ctc.) 

Up in Heaven the Lord Jesus 
and the Father and the Holy 
Ghost are all around a table, and 
they say, “This is not much of a 
family. We ought to have some 
poor old sinners who have been 
cleaned up.” I do not know why 
they feel that way, but I know 
from the Word of God that they 
do. The Lord Jesus rejoices more 
over a sinner saved than over 
ninety-nine fundamentalists!—fun- 
damentalists who can tell you the 
bounds of the Roman Empire, what 
will happen in the _ tribulation, 
whether Judas is the Antichrist 
and all the rest of it. There is 
one thing that the Lord Jesus is 
absorbed in. O God, let us be ab- 
sorbed in the same thing! 

Would you like to make Jesus 
happy? If so, win souls for Him! 

At Christmas time I heard a 
story that touched my heart 
deeply. On Christmas Eve_a little 
boy, with a good deal of excite- 
ment, was being put to bed. He 
said his bedtime prayer: “Now I 
lay me down to sleep. God bless 
Mama. God bless Daddy. God bless 
baby sister. God bless Grand- 
mother. Make me a_ good boy. 
[In Jesus’ name. Amen.” He got in 
bed—and then he said, “Whoa— 
wait a minute!” 

His mother said, “What's the 
matter?” 

He said, “I forgot something.” 
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She said, “What was it?” 

He said, “It is in my prayer—I 
forgot something!” 

He slipped down on his knees 
again to pray and said, “Lord 
Jesus, I forgot—I hope You have a 
happy birthday!” I wonder; do you 
think about Jesus being happy. 
Well, I know just what it takes 
to make Him happy. 


The Joy of Jesus Is Greater 
than that of a Godly Mother over 
a Wayward Son Redeemed 
I remember the face of that 
old saint in Sherman, Texas, when 
Lonnie her boy—the drunkard and 


‘the dope fiend—was converted. I 


knocked him off the Christmas 
tree when I told him I. was the 
same kind of sinner he was and 
that Jesus died for both of us: He 
had said to me, “That fellow, Jim 
Welch—was he really saved last 
night? I have known him a long 
time and if there ever was a 
drunkard he is one. Do you think 
he was really saved?” 

I said, “Yes; I think so. There 
is no doubt in my mind that he 
was really saved.” 

“Well,” he said, “do you think 
the Lord would save me?” 

I said, “I know He will if you 
will trust Him.” 

He could not believe; it was too 


|good. So he took the Gospel of 


John that I marked, went to the 
creek bottom and spent a day, 
walking back and forth, crying 
and praying and reading verses. 
A day or two later he came back 
to my house and said, “Brother 
Rice, do you have a few minutes.” 

I said, “Yes.” 

He: said, “Get in my car and 
let’s go over to my house. I am 
ready to take Jesus as my Saviour 
and I want to do it in the pres- 
ence of my old mother. Her hair 
is as white as cotton. She has 
cried over me these twenty years, 
and I want to be right with her 
when I tell Jesus I will take 
Him.” 

So we went over to the house. 
We knelt and prayed together, and 
he trusted Christ. My, I remember 
the glory in that old white-haired 
saint's face. She and I sang _ to- 
gether, “Oh, How I Love Jesus!” 
and she clapped her hands and 
both of us hugged the boy. He 
cried and thanked God. He said, “I 
can’t sing but I do love Him, too.” 
I remember the glory that was 
in that old saint’s face. But that 
was nothing compared to the joy 
that comes to the heart of Jesus 
when a sinner is saved. There is 
more joy in the presence of the 
angels of God over one sinner 
than anything else in the world.

To Truly Love Christ Means 
to Love Sinners for Whom He Died 


Dr. T. T. Eaton was.a famous 
Baptist preacher in Kentucky 
years ago. Dr. Eaton told this 
story. 

He had a younger brother, and 
this younger brother had a_ boy 
who had a dog. Every boy, I sup- 
pose, ought to have a dog. And 
every boy, you know, thinks his 
dog is the most wonderful dog 
in the world. Well, this was a 
purebred mongrel] cur. It was the 
most wonderful dog in the world, 
he thought. But nobody else 
thought so. If he went to feed him 
he could not give him any good 
food; he had to take only the 
scraps. When cold weather came 
the dog would slip in the house. 
One of the girls would get a 
broom, there would be a howl or 
two and out the dog would go! 
They never would let him stay in 
out of the cold. They said his hair 
came off on the carpets. Every- 
body in the family laughed at the 
fanatical devotion of the boy to 
that dog. He loved him with a 
passion and devotion. To every- 
body else the dog was a nuisance 
under foot. They told the boy he 
ought to give him away. He was 
not any good as a watchdog. He 
would wag his tail at the dirtiest 


tramp that ever came around the . 


house. He was not any good for 
anything or to anybody except to 
the boy who loved him. 

One day the boy was going to 
the country, I believe Dr. Eaton 
said to a vacation at his Grand- 
mother’s.. He got himself ready, 
got his clothes bundled up in a 
little newspaper and was at the 
gate ready to get into the carriage. 
(It was before the days of auto- 
mobiles.) And there came his dog 
around the house, wagging his tail 
as if to say, “Yea, we are going; 
come on, I'll go with you!”

to people’s houses, or in partici- 
pating in more general social 
events that ought to teach His 
people a solemn lesson, because 
He is the only model for their 
imitation. These peculiarities make 
our Lord the most remarkable 
personage in the annals of time 
in His bearing toward the world’s 
politics, civil government, busi- 
ness maxims, and social customs. 

Often have I felt constrained 
to bring these peculiarities to your 
notice and do now pause before 
opening the text to emphasize the 
deep and far-reaching significance 
of one proposition including them 
all. 

Never, for a moment, did He 
allow the transitory excitements 
and complications of earthly poli- 
tics, business, or society to over- 
shadow and subordinate His inter- 
est in and attention to His divine 
mission—the salvation of lost 
men, 

For example: First, He never 
accepted an invitation that did 
not include His disciples. He and 
His people were one, in His mind. 
A would-be host ashamed of the 
poorest of His followers could not 
have Jesus for a guest. Ah, me! 
That we should go where Jesus 
would not be welcome! Second, 
He. would accept no invitation 
that estopped His teaching. Who 
would not hear His doctrine could 
not have His company. Do we ever 
frequent places whose character 
or etiquette would close the 
mouth of testimony for Christ? 
Third, He would accept no invi- 
tation that barred access to Ilim 
by the needy and perishing. As if 


the great lesson to the host sug- 
gesting the invitation of gucsts 
who could not reciprocate the 
favor—these constitute the pre- 
lude to our text. 


Some Like Religious 
Platitudes Who Do Not 
Here and Now Take Christ 
One of the guests, feeling the 
unique presence and mysterious 
power of the Great Teacher and 


feeling called upon to say some-| 


thing in response to such unusual 
doctrine, which he never intended 
to accept or obey, sought to pre- 
sent himself in the unmeaning 
platitude: “Blessed is he_ that 
shal] eat bread in the kingdom of 
God!” But not for one moment did 
it hide him. Quicker than echo 
responds to the origina] sound, 
our Lord exposed his cant and 
swept away his glittering but un- 
meaning generality by the Para- 
ble of the Great Supper. 

What! Did Jesus rebuke a man 
for repeating a proverb axiomatic- 
ally true? Was not this man’s 
mind turning from an earthly 
dining to the heavenly feast in 
the kingdom of God? Ah! Do you 
hear him, how piously and un- 
ctuously he says, “All this talk 
is about an earthly dining on 
gross viands that perish with the 
using, and unimportant invitations 
thereto, but I say, Blessed is he 
that shal] eat bread in the king- 
dom of God.” 

Let us study this interesting 
man somewhat. He is a type. He 
represents a large class. When 
you analyze him you may classify 
a multitude in every gencration.

of the pencil. Balaam is his proto- 
type. Ilear wicked Baalam and 
understand this man: “Let ine 
die the death of the rightcous and 
let my last end be like his!" Why 
not rather say, “Let me live the 
life of the righteous, then will my 
last end be like his’’? 

In other words, when our Lord 
persistently urged immediate ac- 
ceptance of the gospe] and con- 
formity to it now and here, this 
man sought to evade present obli- 
gations in this life by a compli- 
to the blessedness of the 
life to come. Evidently so, or there 
would be no pertinence in the 
Parable of the Great Supper, 
which constitutes our Saviour’s re- 
ply to the platitude. In that para- 
ble, on various and-.slight pre- 
texts, those invited to the gospel 
feast decline to come now. Is it 
possible, then, that in every gen- 
eration, muJtitudes evade home 
thrusts on immediate and person- 
al religion by resorting to vague 
compliments and glittering gen- 
eralities? It is not only possible, 
but is an everyday occurrence. 

From what definite source it 
came, I cannot now recall, but 
I have surely heard or read what 
purports to be a true story of a 
worldly-wise old man advising his 
son after this fashion: “My boy, 
be careful of your attitude toward 
religion, for it is a power in the 
land. Be neither so foolish as to 
oppose it outright, nor to become 
a servant of it. By compliments 
and glittering generalities you 
may. evade obedience to it in 
heart and life, leaving the breth- 
ren always hopeful that you are 
near the kingdom; and by praising 
any of its given enterprises you 
may dodge al! its calls for contri- 
bution by regretfully objecting 
to some detail of plan or method.” 

It is a great pity that many 
church members are largely fol- 
lowing this wicked old man’s ad- 
vice to this wicked son, and I 
doubt not that, being imbued with 
the same spirit here on earth, 
they will gravitate toward. the 
same destiny in the next world. 
What, then, was the value of this 
cheap exclamation of the fellow- 
guest of Jesus? It had no appreci- 


able value. It was a miserable| 


subterfuge, justly obnoxious, and 
meriting the scathing rebuke of 
Jesus. Let it serve our present 
purpose as the basis of three 
thoughts, the first and main 
thought is 


Now or Never 


Your predilection for Heaven, 
your desire to be saved here- 
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after, your willingness at the end 
of the world to be counted among 
the saved, amounts to nothing in 
the world except to expuse the 
shallowness of your heart, unless 
you are willing to take the king- 
dom of God now. Let us illustrate. 
When Paul reasoned of righiteous- 
ness and temperance and judg- 
ment to come, “Felix trembled.” 
He saw the end of the wicked; 
he saw the outcome of a wicked 
life; and that outcome was un- 
pleasant to him: he trembled. And 
if it had been said 16 Felix, “Do 
you want your last end to be that 
of the wicked, do you want to 
reach the terminus of the road 
that you are now on?” his reply 
would have been: “I tremble to 
think about it; I do not want to 
get there.” Now, mark: he said 
to Paul, “Go thy way for this 
time. Al a more convenient sea- 
son I will send for thee.” Paul 
might well have rejoined: “If you 
are unwilling now to turn from 
your evil ways, if you are unwill- 
ing to be a Christian, if you are 
unwilling just at this very moment 
to place yourself in alignment with 
God's cause and His people, in all 
human probability you will be 
unwilling at the judgment and 
are sure to stand in this class. 
‘Verily, verily, I say unto you that 
none of them that were bidden 
shal) taste of my supper’.” 

Now, I conceive this to be the 
most important lesson deducible 
from this Scripture. So, if one 
reprobate in life shal] say, “] am 
saved by grace and the grace of 
God brings salvation and that 
salvation means future eternal 
life,” to him 1 quote the Scripture, 
“The grace of God that bringeth 
salvation teaches us that denying 
ungodliness and worldly lusts we 
should live soberly and righteous- 
ly and godly in this present 
world.” And, indeed, whoever is 
not willing now and here, now in 
youth, now in middle life, now 
under the difficulties which are on 
‘us, to take Heaven, will not have 
Heaven then. 

I do wish you could get that 
thought in you as 1 see it, as I 
fee] it. Take you just as you sit 
before me this morning—if you 
say to me that you would like

to be a Christian hereafter, that 
you would like to enter Heaven, 
that you would not like to make 
your final home in Hell, but yet 
do not want to be a Christian 
now, I say to you, you will never 
be, and that you will be in Hell 
unless before God’s day of grace 
passes you have repented and tak- 
en an entirely different position 
from the one that you now oc- 
cupy. And I say unto you that 
until you do change, you have not 
one single promise of God to 
which you can lay any claim, not 
one. 3 
Still more, all*the while you 
wait to change, the place you 
occupy is one of absolute and 
utter exposal to eternal death. 
Young you may be, beautiful you 
may be, talented you may be, 
rich you may be, with many 
friends you may be, amiable in 
disposition you may be, but you 
are occupying a position unlight- 
ed by any promise of God and 
with every moral probability that 
you will spend eternity in Hell. 
That is the first thought in this 
lesson. Let it sink deep in your 
heart. The second thought is 


Delay on Any 
Pretext Is Idolatry 


It places some creatures above 
the Creator, as appears from the 
frivolous excuses in the parable. 
The reason men assign, or the 
reason in their hearts for not 
accepting Christ and Heaven im- 
mediately, thoroughly demon- 
strates idolatry. 

Let us look at the reasons as- 
signed here: “I do not want to 
take Heaven just now, because 
for the present my mind is more 
interested in my oxen; my mind 
accounts as more pleasurable, 
more important, the social rela- 
tions of life, the pleasures of 
life.” 

If you count anything, no mat- 
ter how lawful and innocent in 
itself, like industry, like having 
or acquiring property, like mar- 
riage or giving in marriage; if 
you count anything at this mo- 
ment more important than recon- 
ciliation with God, not only is it 
probable that you will forever so 
count them, but it reveals this 
state of your heart, that you don’t 
know what a sinner you are, and 
don’t realize what kind of a sin- 
ner you are. You have dethroned 
God and placed a creature over 
Him, even over God, who is bless- 
ed forever. You do say to Him 
that you esteem yourself more 
than Himself.and give preced- 
ence to a farm, a yoke of oxen, a 
wife, a husband, a daughter, a 
brother, a sister, or a friend. You 
do, for this moment, deny the 
priority and paramount nature 
of God’s sovereignty. And that is 
why, right after this lesson, that 
the Lord says: “If any man would 
come after me and hateth not his 
father and mother and brother 
and sister and wife, he cannot 
be my disciple.” 

It simply means this: That if 
you, just as you sit before me and 
hear me today—if you do not 
want ‘to be a Christian now, if 
a different kind of life is more 
pleasurable to you, if seme other 
business is more enjoyable to you, 
it shows that you are in an atti- 
tude of open rebellion against 
God. It shows that in your secret 
heart you deny all the application 
of the first and great command- 
ment. In showing that you are 
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putting the creature above the 
Creator, who is blessed forever; it 
also shows that if the whole world 
occupied the position that you oc- 
cupy, then God would be dethron- 
ed throughout the world in the 
minds of men. | 


Now, what is the third thought 
of this lesson? We gather it from 
a comparison between the revela- 
tion of character in the Parable 
of the Great Supper and the more 
developed character revealed in 
the later Parable of the Marriage 
Feast. In the first, those who re- 
fuse to come occupy a polite atti- 
tude toward religion. They render 
excuses more or less plausible 
and indulge in complimentary 
platitudes toward the outcome of 
religion: “Blessed is the man that 
shall eat bread in the kingdom of 
God.” Nearer the crucifixion all 
pretenses are laid aside and the 
objector not only becomes abusive 
and hostile, but murderous. Read, 
compare the two parables, and 
see. This leads to the third 
thought: 


The Most Polite Excuse 
Has in It the Germ of 
Subsequent Hate and Murder 


I do not affirm that the subject 
is conscious of it. Like Hazael, 
to whom the prophet foretold his 
future crimes, this man of plati- 
tudes and polite excuses might 
sincerely say, “Is thy servant a 
dog that he should do this thing?” 
But character evolves and tends 
to. fixity of type. You do net be- 
lieve this possible now because you 
cannot realize it.. But it is true 
nevertheless that your present 
polite refusal to accept -Christ’s 
invitation has in it the germ of 
murderous, malicious, and eternal 
hostility to Heaven; all it needs 
is time for development and oc- 
casions for display. 

Just as sure as these men who 
in the Parable of the Supper 
occupy a polite attitude are guilty 
in the later parable of killing the 
servants of Jesus Christ and mur- 
dering Christ Himself, so that 
will be the attitude of your mind. 
Do not forget it—that will be 
your attitude. You are on the road 
that goes to that place. You are 
under the guidance of principles 
that by an irresistible tendency 
will take you right there. You 
are under the power of a law 
more imperious than the law of 
gravitation that will drag you to 
the deeper and darker depths. You 
are in a current, or tide, bearing 
to that destiny that increases in 
its speed, volume, and momentum 
and ever thus increases in power 
and weight so as to necessitate 
that you shall go right there. 
Now, is that true? 

Let me illustrate a case, I shall 
put it'in an extreme form. Take 
a very intelligent, bright, pleasant, 
amiable young woman, and if 
that young woman today, right 


now, at this very moment, does} 


not wish to be a Christian, she 
is in that current that I speak 
of. There will come a time when 
she will knowingly hate God and 
will love to hate Him. There will 
come a time when there will be 
in her heart the most murderous 
and malicious hostility to the gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ. It will come. 
And though you are unconscious 
of it, it is there now. The po- 
tentialities of it are there. You 
only need the favorable opportuni- 
ties for its development; it is 
there. 


Should we shut our eyes to 
these facts? Why should we blind 
ourselves with excuses? “Verily 
I say unto you that none of those 
who were bidden shall taste my 
supper.” The thought of this 
presses on my heart. The question 
rises in my heart: Is it possible 
that We can get the young peo- 
ple of this day to see 'the signifi- 
cance of just this one fact? “I do 
not want to be a Christian right 
now, but I do want to get to 
Heaven at last.” “Blessed is the 
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man that will hereafter eat bread 
in the kingdom of God.” 


O dear friends, will you ever 
realize this: That Heaven is @ 
prepared place for a prepared peo- 
ple, and that the preparation of 
those people does not take place 
hereafter? It does not take place 
at the judgment. It will be too 
late then. Repentance will be too 
late then. Knocking at the door 
will be too late then. Calling for 
mercy will be too late then. The 
hour of decision will be past then. 
Heaven is a place for a prepared 
people, and the people who enter 
Heaven are prepared for Heaven 
here on this earth, in time, and 
nowhere else. 

I say again to you what you 
have heard me say many times, 
and I expect to keep on saying 
it as long as I live: That the most 
important question on this earth 
is the settlement of your relation 
with God. That takes precedence 
over every other thing, and there 
is nothing to be mentioned in com- 
parison with the settlement of this 
question. And you can settle it 
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Success or Failure In the Christian Life? 
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and neighbors what Christ means 
to you. It will be contagious if 
you, by His grace, regardless of 
the cost, live, stand, speak and 
work for Him. Let us be willing 
to suffer and, if called upon, die 
for our Lord. 

These verses should chailenge 
and warn us, “Whosoever there- 
fore shall confess me before men, 
him will I confess also before 
my Father which is in heaven. But 
whosoever shall deny me before 
men, him will I also deny before 
my Father which is in heaven” 
(Matt. 10:32, 33). 


Every time you witness for your 
Saviour you deepen your faith 
and renew your strength. Buy up 
every chance to confess that He is 
Master of your life. It will prove 
one of the greatest safeguards 
against failure. 


3. Maintain Morning 
Devotions 

Jesus pled with His disciples in 
the Garden to “Watch and pray, 
that ye enter not into temptation” 
(Matt. 26:41). Satan will probably 
thrust temptations across our 
path this year that we have never 
faced before. Our enemy will try 
to dim or extinguish our light. He 
will hurl fiery darts at us and 
we must be prepared for his at- 
tacks. 

We should spend at least 15 to 
30 minutes every morning alone 
with God in Bible study and pray- 
er. How blessed to be able to 
sing truthfully, “Sweet Hour of 
Prayer!” Make this “quiet time” 
the inflexible habit of our daily 
life. Nothing should be allowed 
to prevent our keeping this daily 
appointment with the King. What 
a thrill and blessing—to meet 
God, to talk to Him, to have 
Him talk to us through the Word, 
to discover His will and to receive 
wisdom, guidance and power for 
a day of Victory. He will enable 
us to live it—“Moment by Mo- 
ment!” 

At these devotions all known 
sin should be confessed and for- 
saken. It should be a time of 
checking up. It must be a time of 
quietness and fresh surrender 
each morning. If you say, “I am 
too busy,” then you are just “too 
busy!” 


“Take time to be holy 
Speak oft with thy Lord; 
Commune with Him always 
And feed on His Word.” 


Paul says, “Pray without ceas- 
ing’ (I Thes. 5:17). Since “prayer 
is the Christian’s vital breath,” 
be sure that you have plenty of 
spiritual breath to “run with pa- 
tience the race that is set before 
you.” Daniel prayed three, times 
a day. That is the secret of his 
being able to purpose in his heart 


|that he would not defile himself 


with evil. David’s testimony is, 
“Evening, and morning, and at 
noon, will I pray” (Psa. 55:17). 

Lift your heart to God con- 
stantly in prayer as you go about 
your work. He will answer every 
question! He will solve every 
problem! He will lift every bur- 


den! He will supply every need! 


Keep your heart tuned to heaven. 
Prayer removes the static and 
gives you a clear channel to the 
Throne of Grace. 

Try reading your Bible on your 
knees. Thank Jesus again and 
again for saving you and tell Him 
over and over that you love Him. 
Believe the promises, obey the 
commands, and heed the warnings 
of God’s Word. Read it as His 
message to your heart. Love, 
Learn and Live the Bible. It 
should be in your Heart, Head, 
Hand and Home. “The Bible will 
keep you from sin. Sin will keep 
you from the Bible!” 

4. Be a Worker—Not a 
Shirker! 

Be an active member of a spirit- 
ual church. Associate with the 
saints of God. “Birds of a feather 
flock together.” John tells us, 
“We know that we have passed 
out of death into life, because we 
love the brethren” (I John 3:14). 
Cultivate a sympathetic and lov- 


ing attitude toward everyone. 
Don’t become critical. Don’t live 
in the “objective case.” Prayer 
helps but criticism hurts. Be a 
helper! 

Pray for your pastor. Be regu- 
lar in attending Sunday School, 
morning and evening services, 
prayer meeting and special evan- 
gelistic services. Take others with 
you to the services. As the Lord 
leads, and as you are prepared, 
teach a class. Always partake of 
the Lord’s Supper in humility 
and as you do, pledge to Him 
your love and loyal service. Be 
a winner of souls. Strive prayer- 
fully to win one or more each 
week. Have many names on your 
prayer list. Pray for them and 
speak to them. 


Get a team of workers, order 
sufficient tracts, and see -that 
every family has a tract left in 
their door. Dedicate your time 
and talents to God’s service. Be 
a laborer and not a loiterer in 
the vineyard of the Lord. Pray 
this prayer every morning, “Lord 
help me to Know, Love and Do

From a sin- 
cere heart answer, “Here am I, 
Lord, send me!” 


5. Be Unselfish . 

First of all, present yourself, 
body, soul and spirit upon His 
altar. Then give your tithe to 
the Lord and then present gifts as 
you are able. The liberal soul 
shall be made fat” (Prov. 11:25). 
“He which soweth sparingly shall 
reap also sparingly; and he which 
soweth bountifully shall reap al- 
so bountifully. Every man accord- 
ing as he purposeth in his heart, 
so let him give; not grudgingly, 
or of necessity: for God loveth a 
cheerful giver” (II Cor. 9:6-7). 

You cannot beat God giving. 
And remember—it is not how 
much we give but how much we 
have left to use on ourselves that 
we better consider carefully. Don’t 
cheat or hold out on God. “Giv- 
ing” and “Growing” are very 
closely connected. 


6. Keep On Keeping On! 

Don’t let anyone or anything 
discourage you in the work for 
Christ. We are partners with Him 
in the greatest job in the world— 
winning the lost. “For we are his 
workmanship, created in Christ 
Jesus unto good works, which God 


hath before ordained that we 
should walk in them” (Eph. 2:10). 
Peter tells us to “Grow in the 
grace and knowledge of our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ.” 
Growth comes through nourish- 
ment and exercise. 


Keep your eyes on the Lord. If 
you keep close to Him, you will 
grow and develop into a strong 
Christian. Paul warns us, “Let 
him that thinketh he standeth 
take heed lest he fall” (I Cor. 
10:12). Overconfidence, and lack 
of dependence upon Jesus have 
been the downfall of many. Keep 
humble at His feet. Do not trust 
your own strength but trust Him. 
“... Without me ye can do noth- 
ing” (John 15:5). On the other 
hand, “I can do all things through 
Christ who strengtheneth me” 
(Phil. 4:13). 


If you should fail or fall in any 
way, confess your sin immediately 
and start over. Don’t brood over 
your trouble but confess the sin 
and leave it with the Lord. “If 
we confess our sins, he is faithful 
and just to forgive us our sins, 
and to cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness” (I John 1:9). 


Let us say with Paul, “Breth- 
ren, I count not myself yet to 
have laid hold: but one thing I 
do, forgetting the things which 
are Behind, and stretching for- 
ward to the things which are be-

dreds of homes in every city, 
town, and community all you hear 
from early morning until late at 
night is profanity.

Many of you who hear me this 
morning are Insulting God in this 
way.

There werc Protestants, Catho- 
lics, and Jews, all in the same 
school room; but no one was. of- 
fended, no one was hurt or em- 
barrassed by the daily reading of 
God's Word and prayer. The teach- 
er was daily sowing the sced which 
produces the highest type of ci- 
tizenship. Oh, how we need to re- 
establish the reading of the Word 
of God and prayer in the schools 
of America today! 


Our Gradual Steps Downward 


Let me show you how we are 
insulting God through our schools. 
Years ago we had a Christian man 
in America by the name of Mc- 
Guffy. He gave to us the wonder- 
ful McGuffy Readers in which the 
children of: every grade were

Christ’s True Church Not a 
Huge, Worldly Denomina-

2. You speak plaintively of the 
fact that there are various divi- 
sions of Protestantism. However, 
several things need to be said to 
clarify that point. The most im- 
portant is that you have wholly 
misunderstood the praycr of Jesus 
that His disciples might be once. 
You think He was talking about 
one great carthly organization, but 
you get your idea from your 
Catholic background and do not 
get it from the’ Bible at all. If 
you were really anxious to know 
the will of God and would go with 
an unbiased mind to the New Tes- 
tament, there you would find no 
hint of the great ecclesiastical and 
worldly machinery which is Ro- 
manism. Then there were inde- 
pendent local congregations of 
churches. Each one was called a 
church. Of about one hundred and 
twelve times that the word 
“ecclesia,” is used in the Greek 
New Testament, fully ninety-eight 
or ninety-nine times it means 
a local congregation. The other 
times’ it. refers to that mysti- 
cal body of Christ, not a human 
organization at all, not a visible 
organization at all, into which 
every one who is truly converted, 
truly born again, is entered by 
the work of the Holy Spirit. Not 
one time is the word “church” in 
the Bible used to represent any hu- 
man organization larger than one 
local congregation. When a group 
of local congregations are men- 
tioned, they are called “churches” 
(plural, not singular), as in Gala- 
tions 1:2, “the churches of Ga- 
latia” Galatians 1:22, “the church- 
es of Judaea,” and in Revelation 
1:11, “the seven churches which 
are in Asia.” So you see that while 
men seek to have an organic un- 
ion, a big super, colossal, world- 
ly empire with human wealth and 
human prestige, Jesus Christ sim- 
ply prayed that Christians should 
be of one mind, of brotherly 
love.and of unity of doctrine. 
The truth is that great, human 
organizations always tend away 
from the Bible and toward world- 
liness and sin, just as Roman- 
ism took up the holidays and wor- 
ship forms of heathenism at the 
beginning of the Catholic church 
under Constantine (see any good 
encyclopedia), and just. as’ the 
Federal Council] of Churches in 
America among Protestants has 
done. What Jesus prayed for is 
that people would follow the Bi- 
ble, take it at face value and agree 
together in brotherly love. 


In this matter I practice what 
I preach. You speak of the di- 
visions of Protestantism. The sim- 
ple truth is that in spirit the great 
bulk of Protestants are in happy 
fellowship. My work, for example, 
is interdenominationa] and _ every- 
where I go my doctrinal preaching 
on the great fundamentals of the 
Christian faith is accepted alike 
by-all principal denominations. 
Baptists, Methodists, Presbyter- 
jians, United Brethren, Christian 
and Missionary Alliance, Assem- 
blies of God and many other 
groups unite heartily under my 
preaching year in and year out. 
Different organizations do not im- 
ply strife and lack of unity of spirit.

Common 
people know better and certainly 
intelligent, unbiased scholars know 
better. You implied that I lied in 
saying I had read The Sunday 
Visitor and Cardina) Gibbon’s 
Faith of Our Fathers and other 
Catholic authorities. I pass that 
by. That is a device of a debater 
who has a case too hard to prove 
and so must attack the character 
of his opponent.

No Popes in Bible Times or 
Till Long After 


4. You sent me a list of the popes 
according to Catholic tradition, in 
the little booklet, The Truth About 
Catholics. I have had a copy in 
my possession for years, studied it 
very carefully. However, a very 
embarrassing fact has occured. 
Within the last ninety days Catho- 
lic authorities have changed this 
list you sent me and a Vatican 
authority has published a new list, 
leaving out one or two of these, 
and I believe adding another. You 
will get it through official sources 
eventually. It merely illustrates 
the vagaries and unreliability of 
changing human tradition. 

Actually, it is quite clear from 
history that there was no Catholic 
pope for the first three centuries. 


Peter is called “chief of the 
apostles.’”’ but not prince of the 
apostles, in the Bible. We are 


plainly told in Galatians 2:11-14 
that Paul rebuked Peter to his 
face for being wrong. Paul did 
not accept the authority of Peter. 
In the first church council, which 
is recorded in Acts, chapter 15, 
we find that it was James who 
seems to have presided and who 
certainly gave the final sentence 
that circumcision and the  cere- 
monial law were not to be requir- 
ed of Gentile converts. Peter was 
on a level with the other disciples. 
No reputable secular historian can 
give any evidence that Peter was 
ever at Rome. The Bible itself 
has al! the evidence against it. For 
example, when Paul wrote the 
epistle to the Romans, Peter was 
not even mentioned as being at 
Rome, and was not addressed at 
all. Later, when Paul was in 
prison at Rome and wrote the 
Epistles of Philippians, I and IT 
Timothy, Ephesians, Colossians, 
Philemon, he sent greetings from 
many others but no greetings from 
Peter, and no mention of Peter. 
Not a hint in the New Testament 
can be used as evidence that 
Peter was ever at Rome, and all 
secular historians know that no 
one assumed or was given the 
authority claimed by the papacy 
until centuries later.

ended by divorce. What else can 
you expect? Juvenile delinquency 
has reached an all-time high. The 
situation is so serious that J. Ed- 
gar Hoover, head of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, has warn- 
ed us, by radio and through the 
press, that something must be done 
about it. He said that last year— 


13% of the murders 
28% of the robberies 
41% of the burglaries 
51% of the auto thefts 


were committed by young people 
under twenty-one years of age. 
Juvenile delinquency increased 
7-2/5% even in our rural areas 
last year. Only 2% of our youth- 
ful criminals last year attended 
any Sunday School! 


We had a major crime last year 
every 18 seconds, a murder every 
40 minutes. If the murdered folk 
were placed in hearses, one behind 
the other, we would have a fun- 
eral procession of murdered peo- 
ple 78 miles long! We had an aver- 
age of 81 suicides for every day 
last year in America. God help us 
to realize the heartache behind all 
this! 


I said it before, I repeat it now, 
unless we repent of our sin and 
come back to God, unless we have 
a spiritual awakening, the judg- 
ment of a just and holy God will 
fall upon us! We cannot go on in- 
sulting God, our cup of iniquity is 
about full! 


God Has Warned Us! 


God warned the people in Noah’s 
day, but they would not listen. 
They continued on day after day 
insulting God in every way until 
the flood came and all perished. 


God warned the people of So- 
dom and Gomorrah through Lot, 
telling them that unless they 
repent they would be destroyed by 
fire. God’s Word says, “He was as 
one that mocked.” Lot and his 
loved ones were hurried out of the 
condemned cities when the fire of 
God fell, and all were destroyed. 
In the smoke rising above the ash- 
es I can read the words, “God is 
not. mocked!”’
